SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Extreme Brazil Vol. #1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

It contains a feature and trailers explicitly depicting sexual activity. The feature follows 
a group of American men travelling around Brazil and having sex with prostitutes. 
There are seven separate sex scenes of male-to-female sexual activity interspersed 
with lengthy sequences showing the men interacting with each other and talking to the 
camera. 

The feature contains many degrading and demeaning elements in the treatment of 
women. Throughout the feature the men treat the Brazilian women in a degrading and 
contemptuous manner. They do this in a number of ways, the most prevalent being 
the continual referencing of women as "whores", "sluts" and "pigs", often to their faces. 
These references are sometimes used in conjunction with degrading sexual conduct 
such as ejaculating onto the woman's face whilst squealing like a pig. The degrading 
elements are continuous and of such a strong degree as to dominate the video 
recording. The likely injury to the public good derives from the availability of these 
elements in the video recording, particularly the degrading of women, as sexually 
arousing material for the entertainment of male viewers. 

Under s32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, excisions to 
most of the scenes were considered in order to lessen the degrading impact. 
However, the Classification Office considers that excising the more extreme examples 
of sexual conduct of a degrading nature for example would not substantially reduce the 
degrading effect that the video recording has upon women. 
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The extent, degree and manner of the degrading elements of the video recording are 
such that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
An objectionable classification is therefore a reasonable and justifiable limitation on the 
rights and freedoms in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
